Court action to halt the 
Palm 
Springs disincorporation election on 
June 21 is sought in a complaint for 
a writ of certiorari (writ of review) 
filed by Mrs. Harriet Cody. 
The petition for disincorporation, 
filed on March 29, contained 317 
signatures, but only 261 were quali­ 
fied, registered electors as of 
the 
date of the last state election in No­ 
vember, it is claimed. 
20 Per Cent Needed 
According to statute, 20 per cent 
of the city’s electorate, or 278 signa­ 
tures, should have been contained 
on the petition for disincorporation. 
Since the filing of the petition, at 
least 80 persons who had signed it 
have expressed a 
willingness 
to 
withdraw their names, it is asserted. 
Superior 
Judge G. R. Freeman 
has set Monday, June 12 at 2 o’clock 
as the time for City Clerk Guy Pin- 
ney and City Attorney Roy Cole­ 
gate, to bring into court * certified 
copies of the city council’s proceed­ 
ings associated with the disincorpor­ 
ation 
movement 
to 
determine 
whether an order to call 
off 
the 
election can be made. C. L. M cFar­ 
land and Saul Ruskin are attorneys 
for the plaintiff. 
Mrs. Cody stated as one of 
her 
reasons that the electoin should be 
called off is that she believes that 
the majority of the people of all 
factions, including those who 
had 
signed the disincorporation petition, 
are now in favor of 
incorporation 
and that therefore the city should 
be saved the expense of the election.

His job 
also is to coordinate the seven divi­ 
sions of his department, which in­ 
clude fingerprints, forgery identifi­ 
cation, teletype, investigation, labor­ 
atory and research, statistics, modus 
operandi. 


Wierd Tale 
Is Told By 
Cabazon Man 


In a suit seeking possession of 
his children, Jacob Stiel of Cabazon, 
an employee of the Metropolitan 
W ater District, tells a wierd tale of 
a mother taking her two small chil­ 
dren from their home to live an 
animal-like existence on the desert 
near Cabazon, because of her relig­ 
ious beliefs. 
It is understood that 
the mother and two children live in 
an olive grove in the southern part 
of Cabazon, because her religious 
belief keeps her from living with 
her husband. 
According to Stiel, the mother, 
Mrs. Celia Olivas, has refused to 
let him see his children and at 
the present time has hidden 
the 
youngest child, a two-year-old boy, 
and he fears for the lad’s safety. 
Wander In Wilderness 
Periodically the mother has taken 
the children, the little boy and his 
eight-year-old sister, with her on 
long and dangerous hikes into the 
mountains and desert, seeking to 
instruct them in strange and un­ 
usual religious beliefs and creating 
a hatred within them for their fath­ 
er, Stiel contends. 
He has provided money for the 
care of the children, Stiel declares, 
but Mrs. Olivas has squandered it 
and the children as a consequence 
are suffering “for a w ant of civilized 
surroundings and for the common 
necessities of life.” 
Once when he attem pted to in­ 
terfere with the care of the children, 
the mother threatened him w ith a 
gun, the plaintiff alleges. When the 
little eight-year-old girl was assert- 
edly criminally assaulted by a man 
later arrested for a morals offense, 
Mrs. Olivas kept the m atter a secret 
from Stiel and stated “she would 
take care of the m atter by prayer,” 
he declares. 
He is convinced that Mrs. Olivas 
will attem pt to run away w ith the 
children, “and perhaps even kiU 
them,” Stiel asserts in the complaint 
filed by his counsel, the Banning 
legal firm of Wing and Wing.

COUNTY CAME INTO 
BEING 46 YEARS AGO 


Old timers recalled Monday that 
exactly 
46 years ago. 
Riverside 
county formally came into being 
with the opening of the county gov­ 
ernmental offices in the present 
Tetley hotel block—known in 1893 
as the Arlington hotel. 
To three Riversiders the 
anni­ 
versary was a personal one. 
On 
June 5, 1893, Charles R. Stibbens, 
present county tax collector, became 
a deputy in 
that office; Miguel 
Estudillo, Riverside attorney, was 
installed as clerk of the board of 
supervisors, and I. S. Logan, later 
to become county recorder, began as 
one of the original deputy recorders. 


My Assembly Bill No. 2241 to 
tighten up the bribery code passed 
the Assembly and is receiving favor­ 
able attention in the Senate com­ 
mittee . . . .

KILLERS STRIP RANGES

Dogs, cats, fur farm foxes and zoo 
animals m ay soon find their m eat 
bills going up as a result of the 
growing scarcity of burros and wild 
horses on the desert, according to 
Dr. A, G. Feers, deputy livestock 
inspector for Los Angeles county.

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Phillips on 
Radio Answers 
Gov. Olson 


Senator John P. Phillips of B an­ 
ning was heard in a radio address 
from Sacram ento, M onday evening, 
answ ering the radio speech of Gov­ 
ernor Olson the 
night before, in 
w hich he attacked th e Senate and 
bipartisan economy group responsi­ 
ble for the cut in the budget. 
In answ er to the G overnor’s re­ 
m ark, that the state needs a new 
legislature, 
the S enator rem inded 
him that “the greatest defeat that 
the 
Roosevelt adm inistration 
has 
taken since it w ent into office was 
w hen the President fought the su­ 
prem e court and certain Senators 
because they, representing the peo­ 
ple, would not agree w ith him on 
every issue.” 
Phillips showed th a t in every in ­ 
stance com plained of th e Legislature 
has allowed increases over w hat was 
allow ed tw o years ago, despite the 
im pression given out by the adm in­ 
istration th at those am ounts have 
been reduced, thus crippling state 
departm ents. 
Phillips, alw ays m oderate in his 
discussions, indulged in no tirade. 
Phillips referred to Olson’s state­ 
m ent that the R epublican controlled 
Senate was “so anxious to em bar­ 
rass my adm inistration th at they 
overlook the w elfare of the people.” 


Recalls 1933 C ut 


“Fact is,” said the Senator, “he 
w as a m em ber of th e Legislature 
in 1933 w hen he saw a Republican 
controlled economy bloc take $17,­ 
000,000 off th a t budget, and that was 
a sm aller budget than this one.” 
Phillips, interested in agriculture 
and dairying, took up Olson’s state­ 
m ent that the cut in the appropria­ 
tion for the D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
tu re virtually will force the latter 
to abolish the tuberculosis-control 
work. 
The w ork is essential, said 
Phillips, and the departm ent has 
given 
its estim ate of the cost to 
finish it as about $685,000 for the 
biennium . 
"The 
Legislature 
appropriated 
$500,000 
and 
has a 
bill to m ake 
available the am ount still unspent 
from 
the 
previous 
appropriation 
w hich a t th at tim e w as understood 
to be over $100,000,” said Phillips. 


Propaganda C harged 


He also asked w hether the em er­ 
gency fund w as for th e real “em er­ 
gency” w ork w hen the “em ergency” 
is apparently 
caused 
by 
nothing 
m ore than the increase in the Gov­ 
ernor’s office force from a total of 
10 under the past G overnor to a 
total reported to be 35 under the 
present G overnor, “m any of whom 
are doing nothing m ore nor less 
th an 
carrying 
on 
a 
propaganda 
cam paign w hich is being paid for 
by the taxpayers of California. Since 
Jan. 1, $18,000 has been draw n from 
the em ergency fund for that pur­ 
pose.” 
A fter review ing on a point-by- 
point basis the cuts voted in the 
budget, the senator referred to the 
R oosevelt “purge” and concluded: 
“The people are thoughtful, and 
I leave w ith you the w ord of Daniel 
W ebster in the U nited States 100 
years ago: “W e have been taught to 
regard a representative of the peo­ 
ple 
as a 
sentinel on the watch- 
tow er of liberty.”
